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Barry’s Poppy Appeal

A ROYAL British 
Legion veteran 
who raised almost 
£50,000 in Barry 
for the Poppy 
Appeal has died. 

Graham Davies (85), 
and his wife Barbara, 
became a familiar sight 
at the Waitrose store in 
the weeks leading up to 
Remembrance Day. 

They collected for 
the appeal for nine 
years - the last time 
was in 2011, when 
Graham was suffering 
from serious health 
issues. 

Five years ago, the 
couple moved from 
Barry to Port Talbot. 

This week Barbara 
told The GEM: 
“Graham had a stroke 
and was rushed into 
hospital where he had a 
bleed on the brain. He 
was in hospital for 
three weeks. 

“When we thought 
he was getting better he 
got pneumonia. He 
died on April 20.” 


Graham was born in 
Pembroke in 1933 and 
after leaving school at 
the age of 16, he 
undertook a five-year 
building 
apprenticeship. 

His National Service 
was with the Royal 
Artillery in Germany 
from 1954-56. 

On returning to 
Wales he married his 
first wife, Heather, and 
settled down in Port 
Talbot where he was 
employed in the 
building trade. 

“He worked with 
asbestos and in later 
life suffered from lung 
cancer. The diagnosis 
forced him to end his 
annual Poppy Appeal 
collection. 

He was a proud 
member of the Royal 
British Legion and 
during his final 
collection in 2011 he 
explained: “The Poppy 
Appeal is all about 
voluntary donations. It 
doesn’t get government 
support.

“We don’t just look 
,after soldiers who need 
help, we look after 
their families as well.” 

Mr Davies had more 
than his fair share of 
family tragedy. His first 
wife died of cancer and 
a son Robert and 
daughter Barbara died 
some years ago. 

But he was blessed 
with a happy 31-year 
marriage to his second 


wife Barbara, and was 
supported by his 
daughter Sue, who 
visited the couple 
regularly. 

Barbara said: “In the 
last couple of years, 
Blind Veterans UK 
were a fantastic help. 

“They arranged a 
holiday for us in 
Llandudno and 
provided Graham with 
a computer.” 


She praised the staff 
at Morriston Hospital 
for the exceptional care 
they gave her husband 
in his final days. 

“They were so good 
- the doctors and 
nurses were wonderful. 

“Sue and I were with 
him at the end and 
were holding his hand 
as he drew his last 
breath.”

Extra policing 
for Dinas 


Powys anti¬ 
social ‘hot spots’ 


THE police have 
agreed to introduce 
extra patrols in 
Dinas Powys in a 
bid to deter under¬ 
age drinking and 
drug taking. 

Following a meeting 
with the head of policing 
in the Penarth area, 
Inspector Andrew Rice 
and the local PCSO, 

Vale councillor Rob 
Crowley said: “There 
has been concern for 
some time about anti¬ 
social behaviour from 
youths congregating 
both on foot and in cars 
in a number of areas. 

“The car park of the 
community hall, the 
railway arch near Elm 
Grove Place and the far 
side of the skate park at 
Bryn-y-Don Field are all 
places known where 
drug and alcohol abuse 
has been happening.” 

The car park 
alongside Murchfield 
Community Centre is 
part of a public open 
space and not just for 
people using the hall or 
the bowling club, so it 
can’t be restricted to 
particular users. 

Cllr Crowley 
emphasised that this 


shouldn t be interpreted 
as a green light for anti¬ 
social behaviour, alcohol 
consumption or drug 
taking in a public place. 

“There’s also a 
difficulty in policing 
these areas. The police 
can easily be seen 
approaching places like 
Bryn y Don fields. By 
the time they get to 
possible offenders 
they’ve had plenty of 
time to dispose of any 
drugs or alcohol. This 
makes gaining evidence 
needed for arrest almost 
impossible to achieve.” 

The police have 
decided to monitor cars 
regularly congregating at 
certain locations in the 
village. 

Cllr Crowley 
explained: “Initially the 
police will write to the 
owners of any vehicles, 
placing the car-owners 
on notice that they are 
on their radar and that 
further enquiries may 
follow.” 

He appealed to 
members of the public 
who witness anti-social 
behaviour contact either 
the police or one of their 
county councillors.

A BARRY Island 
resident has said 
the Bank Holiday 
weekend was 
blighted by the 
parking of some 
visitors. 

Thousands of people 
visited the Island over 
the three days and some 
drivers decided to park 
in residential areas 
rather than use the car 
parks provided. 

Barry V Evans told 
The GEM it was 
“chaotic” and that there 
were serious issues such 
as whether the 
emergency services 
would have been able to 
access all areas of the 
Island if needed. 

He said: “People 
were parking on 
pavements, in front of 
residents’ driveways and 
on green areas. 

“There is ample car 
parking, but these 
people just don’t want 
to pay £5 to park.” 

Mr Evans 

remonstrated with one 
driver in a white Transit 
van who tried to park 
across his drive. 

He said the congested 
parking affected a 
number of roads on the 
Island including Friars 
Road, Redbrink 
Crescent, Earl Crescent 
and Plymouth Road. 

“There are care home 


residents on Friars 
Road. It would have 
been really difficult for 
an ambulance to get 
there if one of them had 
fallen ill. 

“A fire engine would 
have had no chance of 
getting along the road 
due to the parking at the 
junction (of Friars Road 
and Redbrink Crescent). 
“It would have been too 
tight an angle for a fire 
engine to make it. 

“These are serious 
issues that need to be 
addressed.” 

Fellow Island 
resident David 
Alexander, who lives at 
Nell’s Point, agreed. 

“Many people on the 
estate are elderly and 
less than nimble. Some 
are in poor health and 
for those residents there 
is a very real concern 
regarding the way 
access is blocked for 
emergency services. 

“There are also a 
significant number of 
young families. Very 
often there’s a young 
mum with a child in a 
pushchair and often a 
second, older child 
holding her hand. They 
have to go out into the 
road because drivers 
have selfishly and 
thoughtlessly parked the 
cars on the pavement.

The environmental 

campaign group ‘The 
Friends of Barry Beaches’ 
have highlighted the 
disgusting state of Barry 
Island’s beach and 
promenade after visitors 
had left on Bank Holiday 
Monday. 

The group carry out regular 
beach cleans which are publicised 
in The GEM, but what they saw on 
Monday evening was worse than 
they could have imagined. 

A spokesman for The Friends of 
Barry Beaches took to social 
media and said: “After a fabulous 
Bank Holiday, we thought we’d 
take a walk over Barry Island. 

“At 6.30pm the beach was still 
full, but signs of the litter people 


had discarded were clear to see 
already. 

“The only word to describe the 
behaviour of these inconsiderate 
visitors is disgusting.” 

And addressing the people 
responsible, the spokesman said: 
“What is wrong with you? If you 
had turned up this morning to a 
beach covered in rubbish, would 
you have stayed? The answer is 
no. 

“You came to the beach to 
experience the beautiful sandy 
beach and sea in the sunshine and 
enjoy the delights of Barry Island. 

“Please have the decency to 
leave it the way you found it.” 

The comment received dozens 
of responses - and one remark 
summed up the general feeling of 
people: “How much effort does it 
take to pick up your rubbish and 


either put it in the bin or take it 
home. Come on people shape up.” 

The Vale Council said it was 
disappointing that people had 
shown complete disregard for one 
of the area’s most popular 
locations and said the amount of 
abandoned rubbish was 
“unprecedented”. 

A clean-up operation began on 
Monday evening and resumed the 
next morning at 6.30am. 

Miles Punter, the Vale director 
of environment, said: “We will be 
increasing our enforcement 
patrols over the summer period, 
with anyone found to be littering 
liable to be issued with a £75 
Fixed Penalty Notice, while they 
could also face prosecution. It 
may also be necessary to use our 
CCTV cameras to help identify 
offenders.” 


Jail for recidivists who 
robbed same shop twice 


TWO burglars 
who twice raided 
the same shop in 
Dinas Powys 
within two days 
and committed a 
series of other 
offences, have been 
jailed for a total of 
more than 11 years 
at Cardiff Crown 
Court, writes AJ 
SICLUNA. 

Wayne Preece 
(47) of Edwards 
Street, Barry, 
admitted five 
charges of burglary 
and received six 
years and two 
months. 

Co-defendant Neil 
Allen (46) of 
Saundersfoot Close, 
Cardiff, was sent to 
prison for five and a 
half years after 
admitting three 
burglaries, 
dangerous driving, 
driving while 
disqualified and 
without insurance. 


He was also 
disqualified from 
driving two years. 

On September 16 
last year, Preece 
broke into Barry 
Eye Centre in 
Holton Road, where 
he stole 70 pairs of 
designer sunglasses 
and frames worth 
nearly £5,000. 

Prosecutor John 
Warren said the total 
loss including the 
stock and damage, 
came to more than 
£ 12 , 000 . 

A month later, 
police arrested 
Preece and 
discovered a pair of 
trainers which 
matched marks at 
the scene of the 
crime. 

During police 
interviews, he 
denied any 
responsibility. 

He later admitted 
to another burglary 
which took place at 


a shop in 

Whitchurch Road, 
Cardiff. 

Mr Warren said 
that police officers 
saw a car going the 
wrong way up a 
one-way street, with 
Preece as a 
passenger. 

Inside the car, 
they found 3,000 
cigarettes and 
several boxes of 
painkillers. There 
were also goggles 
and a rubber mallet. 
Preece told the 
officers: “They’re 
not mine, they’re 
his.” 

The two also 
admitted entering a 
shop in The Parade, 
Dinas Powys, when 
300 packets of 
cigarettes worth 
£2,700 were stolen. 

“This time, they 
returned to the scene 
of their crime,” said 
Mr Warren. 

They stole £700 
worth of cigarettes 
and they also broke 
into a shop in Rock 
Road, St Athan and 
stole cigarettes 
worth £5,000. 


A day later, said 
Mr Warren, Allen, a 
disqualified driver, 
was involved in a 
dangerous high¬ 
speed police chase 
between Beddau and 
Llantrisant. At one 
point, the defendant 
went at 70mph in a 
40mph area. 

One of the police 
officers attempted to 
box Preece in as he 
drove into the back 
of the vehicle, who 
later reached speeds 
of 80mph on the 
wrong side of the 
road. 

“Sparks and 
smoke came from 
the underside of the 
car,” added Mr 
Warren. 

Allen was said to 
have convictions for 
110 offences. He 
was not represented 
by counsel and 
wrote a letter of 
apology to the court. 

Preece was said to 
have convictions for 
102 offences. 

His counsel, Peter 
Wormald, said he 
was coming to terms 
with drug addiction.

PLAID CLAIMS BARRY NEEDS 
OFFICE SPACE TO BRING 
NEW BUSINESSES TO TOWN 


BARRY’S mayor 
has said the town is 
becoming “good to 
live in, but you can 
hardly work here”. 

Plaid Cymru 

councillor Nic Hodges 
has said Barry is 
becoming a ‘dormitory’ 
for Cardiff and has raised 
concerns that the town is 
struggling to attract new 
businesses because of a 
lack of office space. 

He expressed these 
concerns as the Vale 
Council’s planning 
committee approved 32 
new affordable homes in 
a former office block in 
the centre of Barry. 

Cllr Hodges told the 
committee the loss of 
office space is making 
Barry “a place that is 
good to live in” but 
where they are “hardly 
able to work”. 

Speaking after the 
meeting, he said more 
needs to be done to 
attract new businesses to 
the area. 

He said: “I understand 
the need for affordable 
housing, but it seems odd 
we’re not investing or 
keeping office space in 
this town. 

“These are 

opportunities for 

businesses to start or 
expand into and we’re 
losing these 

opportunities left, right 
and centre. We need the 
opportunities to work in 


our own town. 

“Unless we can get 
more people working in 
our town we won’t get 
the services we want - 
we won’t get the big 
chain stores coming in. 

“We’re becoming 
known as a dormitory 
town and that’s a shame.” 

Cllr Hodges said 
schemes such as the 
‘Shop Focal’ campaign, 
sponsored by Barry 
Town Council, has 
helped retailers by 
holding more events in 
the town. 

He added: “My 

concern is that retail only 
provides so many jobs. 
We need those office 
jobs. 

“When buildings are 
being flogged off and 
converted into housing 
these opportunities are 
gone.” 

Cllr Hodges, along 
with fellow Plaid Cymru 
councillor Ian Johnson, 
had voted to defer the 
decision on the 
redevelopment of 

Provincial House in 
Kendrick Road - which 
was also opposed by 
Barry Town Council - 
but were defeated in the 
vote. 

They argued that more 
effort needed to be made 
to see if the property 
could be re-let as offices 
to provide jobs to the 
area, while concerns 
were also made about 
over-development of the 


site and car parking - 
with 15 spaces planned. 

Cllr Johnson said the 
potential of Provincial 
House, left empty after 
the Vale Council moved 
out in August 2017, to be 
re-let as offices needed to 
be investigated further. 

“There should be a 
proper analysis of the 
office space required,” he 
said. 

“I don’t accept that the 
only solution to anything 
is that we need to make 
houses out of it.” 

But Jon Hurley, 
director of planning 
consultants WYG, 
representing applicants 
Hafod Housing 

Association and SGR 
Estates, told the meeting 
the new development 
would provide much- 
needed affordable 
accommodation to the 
area. 

He said Barry has 
1,500 people on social 
housing waiting lists, and 


there is an annual need of 
595 new homes to satisfy 
this demand. 

“It represents a good 
opportunity to provide 
new affordable housing 
in such a central and 
sustainable location,” Mr 
Hurley said. 

Marcus Goldsworthy, 
head of planning at Vale 
Council, told Cllr 
Johnson there is a need 
for affordable housing in 
the area and there is 
office space available in 
Barry. 

He said: “This is a 
location that would not 
be ideal if you are 
looking for office space. 
It’s set back on a mainly 
residential street, it is 
backing onto a park so in 
many ways it is better 
suited to residential 
accommodation than to 
office accommodation. 

“I have to come back 
to the over-arching need 
for affordable housing in 
the area.”

More Barry Waterfront 
homes get green light 



The transformation 
of Barry’s 

waterfront is 

gathering pace. 

More than 2,000 
homes, a primary school, 
retail units, bars and 
restaurants are being 
planned for a 100-acre 
site to regenerate the 
town’s quayside area. 

And now the Vale 
Council has approved the 
final details of the latest 
raft of homes in the 
development. 

The authority has 
given the green light for 
Taylor Wimpey - one of 
three developers behind 
the Barry waterfront 
project - to build 163 
homes on land at the 
South Quay Waterside. 

Of the 163 homes, 24 
would be classed as 
affordable. 

They would add to 
243 homes which Taylor 
Wimpey have already 
had approved in the West 
Pond and South Quay 
Parkside areas of Barry 


Waterfront. 

The plans were passed 
despite concerns from 
Barry Town council that 
earlier parts of the 
development failed to 
deliver on commitments 
on public open space and 
mix of affordable homes 
and commercial units. 

The council’s obection 
said: “Barry Town 

Council are particularly 
concerned that earlier 
phases of development 
have failed to deliver on 
promises, and with this 
phase that there is a

and concerns

bypass around Dinas 
Powys, was turned 
down. 

A transport study is 
already taking place on 
options for the proposed 
road, which would 
relieve congestion on a 
main route between 
Cardiff and Barry which 
can often reach gridlock 
in peak times. 

But the council 
requested £1 million to 
explore additional 
options for the road. 

Council leader Cllr 
John Thomas wrote to 
Ken Skates AM, the 
Welsh Government’s 
Cabinet Secretary for 
Economy and 
Transport, formally 
requesting an 
explanation. 

In answer to an 
Assembly question 
about the issue, Mr 
Skates said the 
government has already 
given £100,000 to the 
council towards the 
study - which is due to 
report its latest findings 
in the coming months. 

Mr Skates said: “The 
Welsh Government 
awarded funding of 
£20,000 in 2016/17 and 
£80,000 in 2017/18 to 
the Vale Council 
towards a study looking 
at options to resolve 
traffic congestion in 
Dinas Powys. 

“Stage one of the 
study was presented to 
the Vale Council’s 


cabinet in Autumn 2017 
and considered a 
number of options for 
addressing the traffic 
issues, including a 
multi-modal option and 
bypass option. 

“Stage two is now 
underway and will 
include consideration of 
the options in more 
detail. The outcomes of 
the study are expected 
to be reported in May or 
June 2018.” 

Earlier this week, 

Cllr Thomas said: “I am 
very disappointed that 
the application for 
funding to progress the 
transport study in Dinas 
Powys to stage three 
was turned down. 

“It is, however, still 
early days for the 
project and having not 
received funding this 
time does not mean we 
will not be successful in 
the future. 

“We submitted this 
application at the 
earliest opportunity so 
that we could take the 
study forward to the 
third stage as quickly as 
possible.” 

Grants totalling more 
than £1 million have 
been awarded to the 
Vale Council by the 
Welsh Government to 
pursue various transport 
projects. 

These include a 
Penarth Headland link 
road with walking and 
cycling lanes, new bus 


stops for the A48, and 
road safety initiatives. 

The council says the 
current absence of 
funding for stage three 
of the transport study 
for Dinas Powys does 
not affect work 
currently underway to 
identify the best way 
forward for the 
proposed road. 

Cllr Ian Johnson, 
Plaid Cymru leader in 
the Vale Council, said 
the council should also 
take some of the blame. 

“This is a very 
disappointing response 
from the Labour 
Government in Cardiff, 
and I hope that the 
decision will be 
reconsidered,” he said. 

“However, the Vale 
Council is also at fault. 
Last week, I asked in 
council about future 
funding for the Dinas 
Powys bypass and was 
told that all was well. 
Clearly it is not. 

“This also shows the 
mistake of the Vale 
Council agreeing to the 
village’s biggest 
housing development in 
a generation before 
securing a Dinas Powys 
bypass. 

“Local residents were 
given promises by the 
Conservatives about a 
bypass - and those 
promises must be kept.”

I T was a 
privilege last 
week to join the 
UK Government’s 
Ambassador to 
Qatar, His 
Excellency Ajay 
Sharma, on the first 
inbound Qatar 
Airways flight from 
Doha to Rhoose. 

The UK’s relationship 
with Qatar is extremely 
important. As nations, 
we are strong allies and 
share similar ambitions. 

In demonstrating this, 
the PM hosted a UK- 
Qatar investment summit 
in Birmingham 18 
months ago. Much of its 
objective was to focus 
interest outside London 
and I had the 
opportunity to highlight 
the opportunities here in 
Wales. 

My meeting with 
Ambassador Sharma at 
the summit was the start 
of a journey to the new 
Qatar flight into Cardiff 
Airport. 

I was then fortunate 
enough to visit Doha last 
September to follow up 
on the summit and saw 
the Red Arrows fly in 
unison with a Qatar 
Airways A350 to mark 
and celebrate the 
airline’s 20th 
anniversary. 

The sight was 
magnificent and a lasting 
memory. The fact that 


one of the Red Arrows 
pilots was Welsh and the 
wings on the Qatar 
aircraft were made in 
Broughton, north Wales, 
and the Rolls-Royce 
Trent XWB engines 
from Derby, were the 
icing on the cake. 

This new route is of 
huge economic 
significance. Business 
leaders and visitors 
arrive in the centre of 
one of the world’s most 
dynamic economies and 
the Welsh Government 
has opened an office in 
Doha to add even greater 
value. 

I spent part of last 
week in back-to-back 
meetings with Qatari 
Government ministers 
aimed at deepening our 
relationship and seeking 
further economic 
ambitions. The ministers 
responsible for 
commerce, environment, 
education, as well as the 
CEO of Qatar’s major 
hotel group, were all 
keen to look at 
opportunities in and 
around south Wales. 

We certainly have a 
lot to offer each other. 
Cardiff is the UK’s 
fastest growing capital 
city, Wales attracts more 
Qatari students per head 
than other parts of the 
UK and I have agreed 
with Qatari Ministers a 
string of follow-up 
activities to deepen our 
economic and social

“Deciding what is 
appropriate is a fine 
balance, but keeping the 
land in council 
ownership meant any 
activities that proved 
detrimental could be 
stopped immediately. 


“This new proposal is 
a major change in 
direction with land 
being handed over to 
private companies and 
closed to the public. 

“I want to know how 
the conservation area 
and western lake at 
Cosmeston, which are 
close to the proposed 
campsite, would be 
protected from damage 
when park rangers are 
not on duty.” 

Cllr Burnett has 
asked for the proposal to 
be reviewed by the Vale 
Council’s environment 
and regeneration 
scrutiny committee next 
week. 

She added: “I want 
public reassurance that 
we are not seeing the 
start of creeping 
privatisation of some of 
our much-loved parks 
and countryside”.

614 County of Glamorgan 
Squadron features in 
RAF 100 celebrations

SINCE its founding 
in 1937, No. 614 
Squadron RAF has 
had many guises, as 
well a hiatus from 
1957 to 2014. 

Beginning as army 
co-operation squadron 
unit of the Royal 
Auxiliary Air Force, 
based first at RAF 
Pengam Moors in 
Cardiff, now the site of 
Willows High School, it 
has also operated many 
different aircraft to fit its 
varied guises of a coastal 
patrol, then bomber, and 
finally a fighter 
squadron. 

From Hawker Hinds 
and the Westland 
Lysander, to Bristol 
Blenheims to the 
Halifax, Spitfire, and 
Vampire, 614 Sqn went 
from biplanes to jet 
fighters, and from North 
Africa to Italy to RAF 
Llandow in the Vale. 

On May 2, 
Aircraftman Terence 
Cadogan, of 614 County 
of Glamorgan Squadron 
RAF Reserves and an 
old boy of Willows High 
School, took part in the 
UK-wide RAF 100 
celebrations. 

AC Cadogan brought 
the RAF 100 Baton to 
Willows High School to 
present it to Year 7 
pupils, the next 
generation of The Royal 
Air Force (RAF). 


The RAF is marking 
its centenary this year 
with the RAF 100 
celebrations - 100 days 
of events, activities and 
other initiatives running 
nationwide from April to 
the end of September 
2018. 

The event also 
commemorated the 
significant history the 
RAF has with Cardiff 
and Willows school, 
which is named after 
Cardiff aviation pioneer 
Ernest Willows, who 
built and flew an airship 
from the site of the 
school in 1905 and was 
the first man to fly an 
airship from England to 
France. 

AC Cadogan said: “It 
is an absolute honour to 
be a part of the RAF 100 


Baton Relay. I hope 
coming back to my old 
school gives the current 
students a sense of the 
world-class training and 
opportunities that I 
personally have 
benefited from. 

“The RAF is a 
fantastic place for young 
people to kick start their 
career.” 

Andy Cole, a teacher 
at Willows High School 
who taught AC Cadogan 
when he attended, said: 
“Our school is 
intrinsically linked to the 
history of the RAF in 
Cardiff, and to 614 
Squadron. 

“As a serving 
Reservist in 614, 

Terence is a wonderful 
example to our pupils of 
someone who is 


fulfilling their potential, 
gaining fantastic 
experiences and building 
a first-class career. “As a 
school we are 
immensely proud of 
him.” 

The event acted as a 
prelude to the RAF 100 
Aircraft Tour, launching 
in Cardiff on 18-20 May. 
The tour will include a 
range of aircraft 
covering the RAF’s 
history, from WWI to 
WWII, and from the 
Cold War to today. 

The RAF100 Baton 
was designed and 
manufactured by RAF 
apprentices at No. 4. 
School of Technical 
Training, MoD St Athan, 
and represents the RAFs 
century of service to the 
Nation.

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Ward sister speaks of passion for palliative care 


A WARD sister, who began her palliative 
care career as a healthcare assistant, has 
spoken of how her passion for quality end 
of life care prompted her to become a 
qualified nurse. 

Marla Muir, who has worked for terminal illness 
charity Marie Curie for 14 years, first started 
working as a bank healthcare assistant for the 
charity in Wilts hi re. She is now the deputy ward 
sister on a ward at the charity’s Cardiff and the Vale 
Hospice in Penarth. 

The hospice provides round-the-clock care and 
support for people living with a terminal illness, and 
their families. 

“I’ve always been passionate about end of life 
care, it’s always been really important to me,” said 
Marla, who worked as a healthcare assistant at the 
hospice for five years before starting her nursing 
training. 

“I wanted to do more for my patients,” she said as 
she marked International Nurses Day with her 
colleagues on May 12. 

“Doing personal care wasn’t enough for me, I 
wanted to be able to affect how their symptoms 


were managed. I wanted to be able to do more to 
make them comfortable and to have more input.” 

Marla signed up to take her Access to Nursing 
course, followed by her degree and qualified in 
2013. She began her career as a registered nurse on 
a cardiac unit to gain experience in medicine, before 
another opportunity arose in the hospice. 

She said her first nine months following 
qualification has held her in good stead since Marie 
Curie began providing support to people living with 
any terminal illness - including heart failure. 

“We’ve opened the doors to all end of life 
illnesses, which is massive and so important,” she 
said. 

“Because everybody deserves a good delivery of 
quality care at end of life, it shouldn’t be specific to 
one particular disease.” 

Marla added that an important part of the role 
was to make positive lasting memories for family 
members, during such a difficult time. 

“It’s such a difficult and emotional journey for 
patients and loved ones to go through. An 
experience like this is likely to have affected most 
people at some point in their life. It’s our role to 
support and share the burden with all those 


involved. 

She said being able to give that time to families 
was hugely important to her, and added that for 
patients, they don’t need to be reminded every day 
that time is short. 

“They like to laugh and have every day normal 
activities,” she said. 

“We’re helping them to live the life they have 
left.” 

Commenting on her journey from healthcare 
assistant to deputy ward sister, Marla added: “Being 
able to make that difference was massive, and it 
feels as if I’ve completed my circle of where I 
wanted to be. It’s such a rewarding and privileged 
role. 

“Families are always thanking us, but I say it’s a 
privilege for us. It’s such a difficult and personal 
time in people’s lives, and to be allowed in is a real 
big privilege. I’m empathetic, I think that’s it’s 
important to be able to stand in somebody’s shoes,” 
she said. 

“I’m compassionate and I feel passionately that 
we can help people take positive memories from 
such a devastating period in their lives.”

DEPRESSION in men is 
sadly not uncommon and 
due to stigma, often goes 
untreated.

Many men try and 
deal with it on their own and 
don’t feel able to open up to 
relatives and friends, in fear of 
looking ‘weak’. 

Consequently, this means that

men suffering with depression 
and poor mental health can be at 
risk of suicide. 

Andy’s Man Club is a talking 
group for men that was started 
by the mum and brother-in-law 
of Andy, a 23-year-old rugby¬ 
playing father of one from 
Halifax who took his own life in 
April 2016. 

Andy’s family knew he had 
suffered some personal 
difficulties, but they hadn’t 
realised how bad it had been. 

Tragically, it’s a common 
story: suicide is now the biggest 
killer of young men in the UK, 
with around 4,500 male suicides 
every year. Andy’s Man Club is 


a space for men to talk about 
their problems without 
judgement or feeling like a 
burden. 

What started as a small 
support group in Halifax has 
ballooned into a Facebook group 
of thousands, with the hashtag 
#ItsOkToTalk going viral on 
social media. 

Andy’s Man Club Bridgend 
county borough is currently the 
only group in south Wales. They 
meet at 7pm every Monday at 
Porthcawl Rugby Club and 
welcome any man who needs to 
talk.

Residents voice 
opposition to youth 
service changes 


MORE than 2,000 
people have voiced 
their opposition to 
staff cuts being 
planned for the 
Vale’s youth service. 

The Vale Council is 
planning to reduce the 
number of staff in its 
youth service from 53 to 
25 and close Llantwit 
Major Youth Centre. 

Front-line youth 
workers would be cut 
from 48 to just nine staff 
as the council aims to 
create a ‘mobile’ youth 
service with fewer 
employees in part-time 
posts. 

The earnings of the 
youth workers who are 
set to remain would be 
slashed as their working 
hours would be reduced 
from 37 to 25 hours per 
year - with pay based on 
39 weeks each year. 

The council, which 
stands to save £63,000 
from the changes, said it 
wants youth services to 
be more sustainable and 
effective. 


Cllr Helen Payne, 
Barry town councillor 
and youth worker, said 
she’s helped to collect 
2,500 signatures for a 
petition against the 
changes, which was 
handed to the council at 
its full council meeting 
on April 25. 

She said: “The value 
of youth work will never 
be known entirely until 
you’re older. It’s really 
important we maintain 
our youth services - it is 
so important to young 
people. 

“We have the highest 
rates of mental health 
call outs in the whole of 
the South Wales Police 
area, we have rural areas 
in the Vale that need 
services. 

“We need to engage 
young people because 
it’s a useful service, 
people need something to 
do and it has an impact 
on people’s lives.” 

Community groups 
would be encouraged to 
support youth work in 
the county by taking

control of premises and 
supporting the delivery 
of youth programmes. 

Cllr Bob Penrose, 
cabinet member for 
learning and skills, 
informed the meeting the 
youth service provision 
is not being cut. Mr 
Penrose said although 
there would be fewer 
roles in the service after 
the reorganisation, they 
would have longer hours 
and be for fully qualified 
youth workers. 

He said: “There seems 
to be a false assumption 
that what is proposed is a 
cut to the youth service 
provision. This is not the 
case. 

“I’m very aware of the 
positive role of the youth 
service in reducing 
antisocial behaviour. 
That is why the proposed 
changes to the delivery 
model of youth services 
will not lead to a cut in 
the universal provision. 

“The amount of youth 
work undertaken in all 
areas will at least be 
compatible at the current 
levels.” 

He added Llantwit 
Major’s youth centre is 
the last facility of its kind 
operating in the Vale and 
said it would be replaced 
with a ‘youth bus’ which 
“is very popular with 
young people in the 
area.”

Vale Foodbank 
increases its 
emergency supplies 

A TOTAL of 3,439 
emergency food 
supplies were given 
to local people in the 
last year, the Vale 
Foodbank has 
revealed. 

The figures relate to 
the period from April 1, 

2017 to March 31, 2018. 

A total of 1,265 supplies 
helped children. 

The previous year saw 
a total of 3,372 
emergency supplies. 

The local foodbank is 
part of The Trussed Trust 
network and it believes 
the local increase is due 
to people struggling with 
benefit payments, and 
insecure or low paid 
work. 

Susan Lloyd-Selby, 
manager of the Vale 
Foodbank, said: “We 
don’t want to be here 
forever. No one in the 
Vale should need a 


foodbank’s help and we 
want to see an end to 
local people needing 
emergency food at all. 

“It doesn’t have to be 
this way - with a benefits 
system that catches 
people before they fall 
into crisis, and secure 
work that provides 
people with enough 
money to cover the cost 
of essentials, this is 
possible. 

“But until that time, 
we will continue to 
provide vital support 
when it matters most 
we're dedicated to 
ensuring that people in 
our community with no 
money for food are able 
to access emergency 
support, and that has only 
been possible in the last 
year because of the 
incredible generosity 
shown by local people in 
donating food, time and 
funds.”

Charlize Theron is 
incredible as Tully sees 
a return to form for 
director and screenwriter 


S CREENWRITER 
Diablo Cody and 
director Jason 
Reitman may not 
have maintained their 
early form, but the 
pair make for quite 
the combination. 
Having already made 
Juno and Young Adult 
together, they re-team 
with the latter's lead 
actor Charlize Theron 
in Tully. 

Theron plays Mario, a 
mother of three, 
including a newborn, 
who is given a nanny, 
the eponymous Tully 
(played by Mackenzie 
Davis), by her brother as 
a way of helping her out. 

Initially sceptical 
about this new 
individual, Mario soon 
begins to form a bond 
with her as Tully begins 
helping freshening up 
Mario’s life... 

If Juno was the 
formative years and 
Young Adult the stroppy 
teens, then Tully is the 
grown-up and embittered 
period of the Jason 
Reitman/Diablo Cody 
partnership. 

Their previous two 
films have mined the 
human experience and 
its many facets, but 
while Tully draws from 
the same well there is a 
depth, heart, humanity 
and braveness to it that 
perhaps the other films 
lacked. 

This isn’t a whip- 
smart film, nor one that 
revels in the arrested 
development of its lead; 
instead this is a story of 
motherhood, its trials 
and tribulations, and the 
wish that sometimes 


there is a fairy 
godmother to make 
everything OK again. 

Charlize Theron’s 
Mario is a woman 
teetering on the edge, 
heavily pregnant with 
child number three; her 
first two children delight 
in testing her while her 
husband (the ever- 
watchable Ron 
Livingston) is 
disengaged from the 
process, the pair orbiting 
separate worlds. 

While Mario’s 
brother’s offer of a night 
nurse goes against every 
grain of her being, when 
enough becomes enough 
Mario accepts the offer 
of kindness and soon 
starts to learn more 
about herself than she 
ever would have, thanks 
to the ethereally 
worldly-wise Tully. 

This is a film that 
hangs off the incredible 
performance of Theron, 
a turn lacking in vanity 
and pretension, raw and 
brutally realistic and it 
reminds you of just how 
fine an actress she has 
become. 

To say it’s her finest 
turn since the one that 
landed her an Academy 
Award in Monster 
wouldn’t be an 
understatement - she’s 
that good here, a woman 
keeping her head above 
water while everything 
around threatens to drag 
her down. 

What’s most 
refreshing is the way 
that Cody’s script (and 
indeed Theron’s 
performance) paint her 
so realistically, flawed 
yet doing her best with 
what she has; when

Tully enters her life, 
suddenly the blinkers are 
off, she finds herself 
returning to a semblance 
of her former self and 
Theron takes us on her 
journey and essays the 
character with incredible 
dexterity. 

As the titular night 
nanny, Davis is fabulous, 
all earth-mother advice 
and swagger, the perfect 
fairy godmother to give 
Mario her life back. 

Their scenes together 
are wonderfully realised, 
and Davis (who has been 
superb in the likes of 
The Martian and Black 
Mirror episode San 
Junipero) delivers 
another strong turn. 

Anchored as it is on 
this central pairing, the 
rest of the turns fit in 
well, whether its 
Livingston’s husband, 
himself feeling cut off 
from his wife, Mark 
Duplass’ well-to-do 
brother who sets the ball 
rolling or Asher Miles 
Fallica as Mario’s young 
son Jonah, whose 
difficulties cause much 
of the familial strain. 

For both Reitman and 


Cody this is their best 
work in a long time, the 
former regaining his 
sharp eye for 
characterisation and 
narrative, while for 
Cody this is easily up 
there with Juno in terms 
of quality, yet what is 
lacking in brashness and 
youthful chutzpah is a 
more wise and mature 
outlook that pays huge 
dividends here - the bite 
is still there, and there 
are some real zingers of 
dialogue, but there’s a 
heart and tenderness that 
plays higher in the mix. 

The only drawbacks 
are that as the film 
drives towards its 
denouement, it 
somewhat telegraphs 
where it’s heading, with 
a lurch into full-scale 
drama a little jarring 
given how well-balanced 
the film was before, but 
that aside Tully is a 
fantastic piece of work. 

VERDICT -A film 
that sees the best work 
in a long while for its 
director, writer and lead 
actress, Tully is story 
that is powerful, 
caustically brave, 
amusing and heartfelt all 
in one go. 

Jason Reitman and 
Diablo Cody’s third 
effort together is a jolt in 
the arms of the other, 
while Charlize Theron is 
magnificent in the lead 
role. A film that dares to 
be truthful about the 
notions of motherhood 
and responsibility, this is 
an incredible piece of 
work. Highly 
recommended.

THE POTTED GARDEN 

The wonder of window boxes 


W indow 

boxes can 
bring a 
touch of glamour 
to any window sill 
and provide 
everyone with the 
opportunity of 
growing flowers, 
veg and herbs 
outdoors, without 
the need for a 
garden. 

When planting up 
your window box, there 
are a few things you 
need to bear in mind. A 
window box looks best 
if it fits as exactly as 
possible to the size of 
the window and 
whatever type or style 
you use, make sure it is 
securely anchored. 
Ensure your container 
has drainage holes, and 
the same goes for any 
plastic liner you are 
using (important for 
wooden window boxes 
as liners protect against 
rotting or warping due 
to prolonged contact 
with wet soil). 

Plants will use up the 
limited nutrients in 


compost quite quickly, 
so mix slow-release 
fertiliser granules into 
the compost when 
planting - this will 
gradually release 
nutrients throughout the 
growing season for a 
brilliant display. 

Make sure that your 
window boxes are 
easily accessible from 
either side. They will 
need frequent watering 
and tending, especially 
in the summer months, 
so it’s important they 
are easy to reach. To 
stop your window boxes 
drying out quickly, 
water them regularly 
and consider 
incorporating water- 
retaining gel into your 
planting medium. 

Boxes that seem to 
be overflowing with 
flowers provide a more 
beautiful and natural 
look so go for cascading 
plants to soften edges 
and plant flowers close 
together so that they 
appear to be bursting 
with foliage. For a 
suitably lush effect, you 
need plenty of leaf, so 
include at least one 


good foliage variety in 
each plant mix. 

Annuals and tender 
perennials such as sun 
loving petunias, lobelia, 
fragrant nicotiana and 
night scented stocks 
usually grow for a year 
before being discarded 
so they don’t require 
much root space. Half- 
hardy perennials, such 
as geraniums, are 
perfectly at home 
growing in containers 


and, if you deadhead 
regularly, they’ll 
provide continuous 
blooms for months. 

If your kitchen 
window box is in the 
sun, you can grow a 
variety of edible plants 
such as dwarf tomatoes, 
lettuce and peppers, as 
well as herbs like 
thyme, chives, parsley 
and sage. 

Many of us will have 
ssome, if not all, 


windowsills that are in 
shade for the best part 
of the day, so shade 
lovers such as ivy, hart’s 
tongue and ferns are a 
good choice. 

The beauty of 
window boxes is that 
with a mixture of 
perennial and annual 
plants, you can have a 
seasonal makeover to 
keep everything looking 
fresh.

“A multi-purpose livestock market and 
rural hub would be an ideal way of 
bringing the communities closer.” 

In addition, the group will also be 
hosting Julie Thomas (no relation) from 
Simply the Best Training. As a training 
provider, Mrs Thomas has an in depth 
knowledge of a range of courses across the 


agricultural spectrum and has many years 
of experience training farmers, 
smallholders and equine specialists. 

Russell added: “Education and 
legislation are two very important aspects 
of the modem agricultural world. Ongoing 
training is important to ensure 
smallholders are up-to-date with the 
changes happening around them and that 
everyone meets the qualifications required 
to undertake their daily tasks in safety and 
with the right knowledge behind them.”

New and welcome 
additions to the 
Swanbridge flock 


THERE have been two new 
arrivals - a set of Castlemilk 
Moorit ram lambs - for the 
Swanbridge flock. 

As such a rare breed, they are an 
important addition to the overall 
numbers of Castlemilk Moorit sheep 
across the country. 

Flock owner Helen Joy said: “It is 
difficult to put into words just how 
delighted I am at the arrival of these 
two new additions. 

“I believe these are the first 
Castlemilk Moorits to have ever been 
born in the Vale and it’s been quite an 
emotional experience, given that the 
breed is so rare. 

“The survival of this lovely breed is 
due directly to the late Joe Henson who 
in 1970, following the death of Sir 
John ‘Jock’ Buchannan-Jardine, 
bought six ewes and a ram which he 
took back to the Cotswolds and they 
became his foundation flock. 

“It was these sheep and his work 
that helped save the breed from 
extinction.” 

During the early years of the 20th 
century, Sir Jock began a breeding 
programme on his Castlemilk Estate in 
Dumfries-shire. 

It was his intention to develop a 
sheep to beautify his parkland and 
provide fine, kemp (hair) free moorit 
coloured wool. He used three breeds of 
sheep, Manx Loghtan, moorit Shetland 
and wild Mouflon. 

He achieved his aim and created an 
elegant, almost deer like, sheep that to 


this day carries the name of the estate 
on which they were bred, Castlemilk 
and the colour from the old Lowland 
Scots name for reddish-brown 
Shetland sheep, ‘moorit’. 

The Castlemilk Moorit breed is 
currently ‘at risk’ on the Rare Breed 
Survival Trust (RBST) Watchlist 2018. 

Helen added: “I hope that these two 
boys will go on to the secure the 
continuing success of the breed and 
perhaps become the foundation rams 
for two new flocks.” 

The Swanbridge has been selected 
to represent the Castlemilk Moorit 
breed and will be on display at the 
National Sheep Association’s main 
event Sheep 2018 at Malvern in July. 

Helen concluded: “It is a real 
privilege to own these beautiful sheep 
and breed them. You can take nothing 
for granted but every new lamb is 
hopefully going to be the start of 
someone’s success story and security 
for their future.” 

The Swanbridge flock along with 
other rare breed sheep can be seen at 
the Vale of Glamorgan Show on 
August 8 where they will be taking 
part in the new classes for Rare Breed 
and Primitive Sheep. 

Editor’s note: Joe Henson was a 
farmer who founded the Rare Breeds 
Survival Trust and appeared as a 
presenter on BBC shows such as 
Animal Magic. His son, Adam, is also 
a farmer and may be familiar to 
readers as a presenter of BBC’s 
Country file.

MP pushes for 
improvement in out 
of hours service 


VALE of 

Glamorgan MP, 
Alun Cairns, has 
met the Chief 
Executive of Cardiff 
and Vale Health 
Board to highlight 
his concerns about 
the lack GP of out of 
hours cover in 
Barry. 

Mr Cairns revealed 
recently that the service 
was only open for 41 per 
cent of the time between 
November and February, 
forcing Vale and Barry 
residents to drive to 
Cardiff to see a GR 

A number of 
constituents contacted 
Alun Cairns and when he 
researched the matter, he 
discovered that the Out 
of Hours Service at Barry 
Hospital was closed 
more than it was open. 
He was so concerned he 
called a meeting with the 
Chief Executive to 
discuss the situation. 

At the meeting, the 
Local Health Board 
highlighted that the 
shortage of GPs in 
general affects the cover 
that can be offered. 

Mr Cairns expressed 
concern that Barry and 
Vale residents weren’t 
receiving the same 
priority as Cardiff 


patients. He said: “The 
most important thing 
coming from today’s 
meeting was the 
assurance that the out of 
hours service in Barry 
will be retained and that 
they will look at how 
best to ensure cover. 

“I am pleased that they 
listened to my concerns 
and that the Board are 
taking steps to address 
the level of out of hours 
cover in Barry. I 
highlighted that it seems 
that Barry is the first 
place to see cuts in 
service, when they have a 
GP shortage. They have 
agreed to look again at 
this. 

“The lack of provision 
in Barry means that 
patients have to travel to 
Cardiff during the early 
hours of the morning, if 
they need to see a GP. 
Many will be elderly or 
vulnerable, particularly 
when they are ill. This is 
not equal treatment, and I 
am determined to see 
changes. 

“I was also pleased to 
gain assurances that the 
Barry Hospital facility is 
key to their provision of 
care in general. There is 
always concern over the 
long term future of Barry 
Hospital, but they have 
assured me that it is not 
under threat.”

BRANWEN WEEKES: 

a full life lived well 


ONE of Llantwit Major’s 
oldest residents, Mrs 
Branwen Weekes, has 
died aged 96. 

She came to the town 
with her late husband Philip in 
1975, when he was appointed 
director of the South Wales 
coalfield. 

For several years, Mrs 
Weekes was an active 
fundraising member of the 
RNLI committee, taught adults 
to read, and delivered library 
books to the housebound. 

She was also a talented writer, 
who won a £2,000 prize for her 
children’s short story, The Sock 
Eater. 

At a packed funeral 
conducted by members of her 
large family in the Cardiff and 


Glamorgan Crematorium, there 
were many references to her 
sense of humour and her 
inspiring relationships with 
young people. 

Brought up in Cardiff, she 
helped organise the evacuation 
of London children to Wales in 
WWII before joining the 
Women’s Land Army and 
becoming a Land Girl. 

Her marriage to Philip 
Weekes, then a trainee RAF 
pilot, lasted 59 years until his 
death in 2003. 

She is survived by three of 
their four children - their son 
Huw having died in 2001 - and 
a huge extended family, which 
including step-relations, totals 
15 grandchildren and 19 great 
grandchildren.

Two miles, and 150 
years of local history... 

Festival walk celebrates 
town’s memorable women 


ONE hundred years since women first got 
the vote, there will be a special focus on 
memorable women of Barry in this year’s 
Vale of Glamorgan Walking Festival. 

On Friday, May 18, the walking charity Valeways 
is organising a two mile trail following the lives and 
haunts of just some of the women who have made 
history in Barry, from suffragettes themselves to 
figures of today. 

Centred around the Knap, the walk starts 
appropriately at the home of Annie Gwen Vaughan- 
Jones. 

Born in 1868, she was a trailblazer who travelled 
to pre-revolutionary Russia to work as a governess 
and returned to Wales to become the secretary of the 
Cardiff and District Women’s Suffrage Society. 

Also memorialised at this location is her daughter, 
Gwyneth Valerie Vaughan-Jones. 

Some with long memories may still recall her as 
headmistress of Barry Girls School from 1939-1959. 

Travelling towards Porthkerry, walkers pass the 
memorial bench for Margaret Alexander, the Vale’s 
first female leader of the Council, teacher, poet, 
short story writer and tireless campaigner for women 
and young people. 

Journeying on past Nightingale Lodge, 
Porthkerry, walkers will pass the birthplace of a 
woman whose life was shaped by 20th century 
history. 

Elsie Joan Baldwin was daughter of the 
gamekeeper at Lord Romilly’s Estate (now 
Porthkerry Park).

From this rural, almost Victorian, start in life, the 
Second World War took Elsie away, like so many 
women, to wartime service from which she returned 
to be Barry’s first female police officer, which was 
groundbreaking in 1948. 

This festival trail finishes at the Knap, a place 
ever associated with Lucy Dickenson, a heroine of 
our own times. 

With her twin sister Hannah, Lucy created SAFE, 
a charity set up to help the poorest people in the 
world. 

She was killed in 2006, working for women’s land 
rights in Zambia, but her work and legacy lives on. 

Here, at the Knap, Lucy and Hannah picnicked 
every year in celebration of their birthday, so the 
walk traces lives during the 150 years which have 
revolutionised women’s lives and society for all of 
us. 

To complement and extend the theme, in Barry 
Cemetery on Sunday, Cllr Nic Hodges will lead 
another walk around Barry Cemetery with the title 
‘Memorable Women of Barry - Their Stories’. 

The Vale of Glamorgan Walking Festival is 
organised by the walking charity Vale ways. All 
walks are free and everyone is welcome.

‘Machen’ the 
best of the 


countryside 


J OHN R played 
host to a group 
of nine 
walkers, and 
making their way 
up to Draethen, 
they set off in dry, 
overcast weather 
tramping uphill on 
Rhyd y Gwern lane 
to follow a quiet 
road where the 
banks were covered 
in garlic, primroses, 
wood anemone and 
wild violets, with 
the odd bluebell 
putting in an 
appearance. 

A pale sunlight lit up 
the lovely green 
Rhymney Valley below 
them and a gradual 
descent led them across 
the Rhymney River and 
into Machen. 

Heading up Church 
Street, the Church of St 
John dominates the 
hillside and was built in 
1854 when the 
population in the area 
rose rapidly because of 
industrialisation. It is 
Grade II listed and has a 
clock tower topped by 
an unusual spire. 

Continuing by road up 
the steep hillside before 
joining a rocky bridle 
path, at the top they 
made a stop for morning 
refreshments with home 
baked cake from John. 

Climbing further on 
rough, uneven tracks 
brought them up onto 
the ridgeway, and 
following part of the 
Rhymney Valley 
Ridgeway Walk, a mist 
suddenly closed in 
bringing with it some 
drizzle rain which 
fortunately didn’t last 
long. 

After marvelling at 
the sight of a newborn 
foal struggling to get its 
sea legs whilst being 
encouraged by its 
mother, the track led on 
to the trig point on 
Mynydd Machen where 
a cold blustery wind 
buffeted them. 

The views stretched to 
the Bristol Channel and 
across the valley to 
Twmbarlwm as they 
descended, 
circumnavigating 
Machen Quarry to stop 
on a grassy bank 
overlooking a huge field 
where later in the day, 
point to point races 


would be under way. 

Then, descending to 
join the riverbank and 
trekking through huge 
fields of rapeseed and 
passing the old manor 
house of Plas Machen, 
garlic-filled woods led 
them to the twin-arched 
Michaelstone Bridge, 
with its central refuges 
for pedestrian safety and 
onto the opposite river 
bank. 

Heading up through 
Gwemleyshon Farm, a 
rough track brought 
them within sight of 
Ruperra House, before a 
descent through 
woodland at Coed Graig 
Ruperra festooned in 
lovely bluebells, led 
them back into fields for 
the downhill journey 
back to their start.
